In a recent post, Michael, VE3WMB, said (in part) 

>I am considering installing a CW audio filter in my 30M OHR Sprint II 

>(great little radio, sensitive but I can hear most of the band all at the same 
>time!!) and noticed that FAR Circuits has PCB for a filter 

>listed as "ARRL W1FB QRP NOTEBOOK 1991 ACTIVE CW FILTER FIG. 3-22". 


If anyone is considering building a conventional active audio filter using 


op-amps, I'd like to suggest a better approach. I have been working with 
the MAXIM MAX297 switched capacitor audio filter IC and the results are 
absolutely amazing. 


The MAX297 is an 8th-order, elliptic lowpass filter in an 8-pin DIP package. 
You can set the cut-off frequency from 0.1 Hz to 50 kHz with a single 
capacitor. Now, here's the good part. The spec sheet says, "The MAX297's 
1.5 transition ratio provides sharp rolloff and -80dB of stopband 
rejection." Or, to put it another way, If you set the cut-off frequency to, 
say, 1,000 Hz, signals at 1,500 Hz and higher will be about 80 dB down. 


The '297 can be powered from a single +5V supply or dual +/- 5V supplies. 

It cannot be run directly from 12-13.8 volts, however. The spec sheet shows 
a simple two-resistor, two-capacitor voltage divider scheme for single 
supply operation. The single-unit cost for the MAX297 is around $6.50 from 
DigikKey. MAXIM also has Butterworth and Bessel filter chips for around the 
same price but I've not experimented with them yet.

I purchased a one-event timer for $8 a couple of months ago. I am using 
it to automaticaly turn a lead-acid automotive battery charger on and 
off. I have it set for about a 45 minute on cycle. Since the battery is 
fully charged, it only charges 3 amps for a few seconds then the charge 
current gradualy decreases to about 100 mills for the rest of the charge 
cycle. The timer can be adjusted to be on from 15 minutes to 23 hours and 
45 minutes. 

I don't like keeping a continuous trickle charge on the battery. It seems 
to heat the battery and evaporate the water from the electrolyte and 
requires more frequent specific gravity checks on each cell. 

I've been checking the specific gravity once a week and it doesn't seem 
to vary much from the previous readings. I am thinking of increasing the 
checking interval to two weeks or longer as so far I haven't had to add 
water to maintain the correct specific gravity for a fully charged 
battery. 

Has anybody had a similar experience with an intermittant charging cycle 
or harmed a battery by using by using the method I've described above? 

I would like to read about your experiences and/or comments.

There's a new antenna on the block and 

its called a "Contrawound Toroidal Helical 
Antenna". 

It consists of two helical windings, pairs 

wrapped with opposite pitch to each other, 
referred to as "contrawinding". Winding interactions 
slow the propogation of the electrical current 
within the antenna, causing it to behave as a 
larger, lower frequency antenna. Its patented. 
(naturally). 

Evidence suggests the antenna's signal may 

ride on the earths magnetic field near or just 
below the surface. The energy wave is circularly 
polarized so the the signal is less susceptable to 
absorption or reflection. 

In tests the antenna successfully operated at a 
distance of 37 miles as opposed to a monopole 
antennas’ 10 mile range. The company claims 

that a 3 foot antenna can take the place of a 
mono-pole tower. This antenna lies flat on the 
ground and transmits with the same efficiency as 
an antenna mounted on a tower, says the company.

My mailbox was full and so several messages on the qrp-1l list got deleted so 
I'm not sure if anyone else answered or not so here goes... 


In iambic keying thumb=DAH finger=dit, squeeze= repeating diDAH (Iambic 
poetic foot) or repeating DAHdi (strophe poetic foot) depending on which 
paddle was hit first on the squeeze. 


Using non iambic modes, squeezing the key will produce nothing. At least not 
on my paddle (Bencher BY-1) and keyer MFJ493 when keyer is a non-iambic mode. 


In Iambic B mode, If you release the squeeze while one element is playing, 
then the keyer will finish playing that element and then play one more 
element. 


In Iambic A it will simply finish playing that element, but will not play one 
more. 


For instance, in iambic B, while playing K, if you release the squeeze while 
the last DAH is playing you get DAH di DAH di. 


In Iambic A you wouyld get DAH di DAH. 


So in Iambic B you must release earlier for K, (when the second element (di) 
is playing) which makes it a faster mode then mode A but trickier. 


Iambic got its name from Iambic Pentameter, such as used by Shakespeare. Or as 
in the "blank verse" of lesser poets e.g. "theRAIN inSPAIN fallsMAIN lyIN 
thePLAIN". Iambic= di DAH, Pent= five, meter= the measure or the "foot"

They are VERY Expensive and only come in a limited 
number of sizes. You still have to drill a hole for them and it had better 
be in the right place! No second chances. There is also a punch that will 
mount into a Dremel 5 ton Press. Same price category as the Greenlee 
Punches.

Folks, 


Seems like everyone is going QRP backpacking. I'm going to give it a try 
also, but before I go I want to make sure I bring the best (compromise?) 
antenna I can. That means light weight and no antenna tuner. 


For backpacking it would seem that a dipole, cut for the frequency I want 
to use and 50-70 ohm coax would appear to be the best way to go, even 
though I will have to carry about .5 wavelength of coax. 


Not being very good with a sling shot and not planning on carrying bow and 
arrow - I figure my best bet might be to use a sloping dipole antenna. That 
way I only need 1 high point, one low point and a 90 degree coax connection. 


I know that an inverted V also has only one high point (and 2 low points), 
but are there any QRP advantages to it over the sloping dipole. 


In either case, I don't want to bring an antenna tuner, and if I cut the 
antenna right, I should not need one. 


One last question: baluns. I don't want to pack some commerical balun and 
maybe I don't need one, please comment. 


BTW: I'll be using 40 meters with about 1.5 watts, in the mountains of 
upstate New York.

Someone asked for a comment by me on the counter-wound helical antenna. 
It is certainly possible, but do not run out and make an HF antenna right 
away. 


I would need more information, but offhand, I'd say relaiance on magnetic 
fields rather than electric fields may be most relevant to point-to-point 
communications. There have been a number of antennas in recent years 
utilizing in way way or another magnetic fields, but I have yet to see one 
yield a good HF antenna. There may be one or more that do, but I am not 
aware of anything in the literature yet that is able to be transposed into 
an HF antenna that is as efficient or more efficient than the variety of 
antennas we currently use. 


If the article had more detailed information than the e-mail report, 
perhaps it should be reported in an article in QQ, QRPp, etc. It is no 
violation of copyright to report in a publication that an article in X 
journal (date, pages) announced the development of an antenna. . .(all the 
essential information to follow). The mounting data seemed most 


interesting, and perhaps essential to antenna performance. However, all 
other numbers and descriptive data would also be needed for someone to 
make a test model. 


I'd be happy to make up and measure a 10-meter model if I can receive 
enough data to make it possible.

Thanks for the posting on the Iambic keying. 


The only problem that I have is that dit is the thumb and dah is the finger. 

I'm right handed and it could be that you are left. Historically this is caused 
because the 'bug' mechanism had the dits on the left-hand side and thus required 
a push on the paddle to the right again requiring the thumb to be used. 


People using the right side of their brain, i.e. left-handed persons, will do it 
the opposite way from what I've written above. 


Now gang, if you have been doing just the opposite as what I have written above 
don't panic. It doesn't matter unless you go over to someone else's station to 
operate. The only thing that matters is what I hear on the other end of the QSO. 
And of course that should be good code, properly spaced, and at a speed 
appropriate for the propagation conditions. Sometimes 30 wpm won't work for 
very weak signals and high QRN levels like on 40M this week. :-) 


All things being equal, the proper spacing (at any speed) is 1:1:3:5:7 for 
inter-element, dit, dah, letter, and word spacing respectively. Farnsworth is 
fine up to 13-15 wpm and after that try to give it up as it becomes a 
hinderance. We'll get some discussion started on that topic I'm sure, but I 
personally don't want to do 20wpm spacing with 45wpm characters. It just 
doesn't sound well to me, kinda like drawing the fingernails across a 
blackboard. Some of you will remember the joys of the class clown doing that 
(I was the class clown but I never did that :-) ). 


Check the archives for the last three years. The topic of keying, paddles, and 
everything you've ever wanted to know about CW has probably been brought up and 
discussed. :-) 


And no, I can't send CW with a converted mouse. :-) Why do you think we have 
an opposing thumb and first finger? Of course, it's for using a Iambic Paddle.

I have both and the winner , hands down , is the Sierra. 


1. building : figure on 40-50 hours to build ,debug and align the ohr. 
There is a lot of chasis wiring that needs to be done. 


For the Sierra, building and alignment went in about 1/4 
of that time. Significantly less parts count, no chasis 
wiring, and easy alignment. 


2. field considerations : current drain , this is only important for the 
field, however the Sierra is about 25 mils and 
I think the 400 is 150. 
The Sierra is smaller and lighter. 


3. operating: Bands, more available for the Sierra , Qsk , The 400 qsk does 
not seem to work as qsk ( ie I cant hear between the dits and dahs 
as I shud w/ true qsk). What it appears to be is a smooth T/R 
switch. 
The Sierra is true qsk and since I like to rag chew , I find it 
indispensible. Filtering on the 400 is audio and I'm not thrilled 
with it, on the other hand the variable filter on the sierra ( I 
put in a front panel pot ) is a neat function. Aslo the IF filtering 
on the Sierra seems tighter. 
I couldn't run the 400 off 3 different power supplies that I own 
due to AC hum getting into the audio. Those same power supplies 
have all worked £/b on 5 other qrp rigs. 
Drift, some with the 400, not a major problem, none noted with 
the Sierra. 


4. receive specs : Lots of room for argument here as each unit can vary 
considerably 

but I think the nod goes to the sierra here ( see various 
writeups 

in various ham mags ). 


5 . TX 7 watts out on the 400, I worked to get 4-5 out on the Sierra. 


6. Mods : I find it fun to do mods on the rig to tailor it to my needs, There are 
a bunch around for the Sierra, When I asked Ohr about ‘em , I was told 
something like " the radio wasn't designed for that ". 


As far as quality of the rigs and instruction manuals, both are good quality and 
well 
done. 


Am I biased ? You bet. Am I affiliated in any way with either organization ? Nope.

I read an article probably 1 1/2 - 2 yrs ago in one of the ham rags 
(yah I know that doesn't help much) abt a guy who was running 

his hw7 or 8 directly off of his panels (no intervening battery or 

controller, as I remember). I remember that the gist of his comments 

was that it worked well for him with his simple radio. I explored 

this route for use with a MHJ9040, a OHR Sprint, and my QRP+. 

What I discovered was that my panels (a pair of solarex 12v) would 


put out up to 21 volts in bright enough light (high noon straight up) 
and that without an intervening battery and controller, I would 
literally fry my equipment. I know the amphorous (sic?) panels 

don't put out the potential voltage of the polycrystal panels so 

if you know for absolute sure that your panels are incapable of 
building up such a high voltage you're probably ok at that end. 

I also discovered that the MFJ positively/absolutely wont work 
correctly if the voltage drops below abt 11 volts and the OHR 

is even worse. I gut feeling is that fancy microprocessor controller 
rigs like the Index Labs wont work at best and could be easily 
distroyed in the worst case. The way I run my portable rigs now 

is PV to controller to 4amph battery. My portable PV array is capable 
of putting out up to 750 ma which closely matches my average 

power needs while in an active QSO. I burn abt 1.5 amps on xm 

and 200 ma in receive. cul de Mike, KR4IT
